BRITISH GUNS 
CONTROL NARVIK 


Stockholm, April 15 (AP)—British 
forces were reported today to have 
landed in Narvik under the protec­ 
tion of naval shellfire which drove 
the Germans from 
Hie northern 
Norwegian ore port into the moun- j vrar 
tai nous interior. 
The British warships which raid­ 
ed Narvik Saturday, apparently pre­ 
paratory to a landing by British sol­ 
diers or marines, were said to have 
tile city under control of their guns. 
This report, from the Norwegian 
radio at the port of Bodo, south of 
Narvik, followed a Norwegian army 
communique reporting that 
Nor­ 
wegian troops north and west of 
Narvik were ready to attack the 
Germans. 
The Norwegian commander said 
the German forces had retreated 
hastily and were believed to be in­ 
capable of strong; resistance to the 
Norwegians who, he said, are now 
fully mobilized In the nortli. 
These sources said that all Ger­ 
man warships in Narvik, hopelessly 
outweighed by tile stronger British 
naval force, liad been sunk while 
trying to keep the British out of 
Rombuko fjord, which controls the 
port. 
(The British have said seven Ger­ 
man destroyers were sent to the 
oottom In the Saturday raid. 
It is 
acknowledged 
in Berlin that the 
British have achieved a naval block­ 
ade of Narvik.! 
According to the Norwegian ver­ 
sion, the British battleship War- 
apite. screened by a division of de­ 
stroyers, forced the mouth of the 
fjord. Norwegians considered it un­ 
likely that the Germans would be 
able to land troops iii Narvik again. 
They said that there had not been 
any heavy British bombardment be­ 
fore landing forces were sent ashore 
but that Narvik’s biggest building. 
the new Hotel Royal, had been de­ 
stroyed. 
In southeastern Norway, yporudlc 
fight inf between German and Nor­ 
wegian forces brought the invading 
nazis nearer the Swedish border.
